The Secretary of the State Board of 
iericulture desires to call attention, by 
ets of. this bulletin, to some of.the pro- 
isions of the statute coricerning the | 
uties of his office, and which should be 
of general interest to the public, and more 
especially to those engaged upon the farm 
and garden. Among the duties imposed by 
Law upon the Secretary are the following; 

| * He shall keep and file all reports 


which may be made from time to time by the 
different agricultural and horticultural 
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Duties of the Secretary. 


societies, and all correspondence of the 
office from other persons and societies, 
appertaining to the general business of 
husbandry; address circulars to societies 
and the best practical farmers in thM state 
and elsewhere, with a view of eliciting in- 
formation upon the newest and best methods 
of irrigation, and the culture of those 
products, vegetables, trees, etc., adapted 
to the soil and climate of this State; alsod 
on all subjects connected with field culture, 
horticulture, stock raising and the dairy. 
He shall encourage the formation of agri- 
cultural societies throughout the state, and 
purchase, receive and distribute such rare 
and valuable seeds, plants, shrubbery and 
trees, as it may be in his power to procure 
from the general government and such other 
sources, as may be adapted to our climate 
and soils.’ 


" He shall aid, as far as possible, in 
obtaining contributions to the museum and 
library of the State Agricultural College, 
and thus aid in the promotion of agricultural 
science and literature." 


( Pt. Gen'l Sec. 29, Gen'l Laws '83.) 
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- # The seeds, plante, trees and shrubbery 
received by the Secretary, and not needed 
by the College, shall be, as far as possible, 
| distributed equally throughout the State, . 
and placed in the hands of those farmers, fee 
and others, who will agree to cultivate then 
proporly ani return to the Secretary's 
office a reasonable proportion of the pro-~ 
ducts thercof, with a full statement cf the 
mode of cultivation, and such other informa~- _ 
tion as may be necessary to ascertain their 
value for cultivation in this State,"

Since the organization of the State 
Agricultural College, in 1879, little has 
been done to carry into effect the forsso- 
ine provisions of the statute, owing to tho 
limited means at the command of the State 
Board of Agriculture. 

The Secretary wishes to open correspond- 
ence with the agricultural and horticultural 
societies of this State, with a view of 
securing their reports and information 


concerning the progress of husbandry in 
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different parts of the State; and such 


parts as may be of general public interest 


will be published in the annual reports of 


the State Board of Agriculture to the 
Governor. 

The State Board of Agriculture was 
ohéated and organized for the purpose of not 
only giving its attention to the control 
and direction of the State Agricultural 
Collese, put that it might ald ans assist 
Oi developine and giving strength to the 
general buciness of husbandry throughout 
the State. 

| This work is largely to be performed 
through the Secretary's office, as will be 
observed from the statutory provisions, and 
the business of that office hae been arranged 
and this bulletin prepared with that end in 


view.

The College has now on hand a general 
agsortnent of farm and garden seeds, which 
aré held for free distribution. All applica 
tons for seeds should be addressed to the q 
seorctary, and the name and post office ad= . 
aress cf applicant plainly written. All 
persons receiving seeds from the College are “a 
expected to comply explicitly with the dune He 
ditions under which they are sent, ani make 
the report on the form furnished by the 


Séaretary. 
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The College has a large collection of 
different vaileties of potatoes, a fev pourde | 
of ench variety, which can pe has upon appli~ | 
Cation to the Secretary. The potatoes will 
not be distributed until enrily spring. on 
account of danger of being fregen in transit . 
at this sesson of the year. 

Applications will be received for shmibs 
and tree2, and if the Collese has them to 
Spare, they will be furnished under the sane 
conditions as seeds. 

It must be distinctly understood that this 
is not a bureau organized for the distribution 
of seeds and plants upon a charitable basis. 

Considerable labor and much time and 
patient attention to details, will be equities 
of those who undertake to experiment with 
seede and plants sent from the College. The
